Graham Banfield 

Musician, educator and researcher Graham Banfield explores how music serves as a portal to the human experience. 

The diverse aspects of his career have been lauded by prizes in international guitar competitions, scholarships, teaching 
and lecture posts, his Carnegie Hall debut, and inclusion on an EMMY award-winning soundtrack. He received his earliest 
formation at Cornish College of the Arts in Seattle, Washington before pursuing graduate studies under a full scholarship 
at Yale University and post graduate studies at the Conservatorio della Svizzera italiana in Lugano, Switzerland. Banfield 
is presently engaged in pursuing the degree of Doctor of Musical Arts at the University of Toronto under the tutelage of Dr. 
Jeffrey McFadden as well as a rigorous performing and teaching schedule. 

Brent Crawford 

Brent Crawford is quickly establishing himself as one of the important Canadian guitarists of his generation. Winner at 
the Great Lakes International Guitar Competition, the Hamilton International Guitar Competition, and the Federation of 
Canadian Music Festivals’ National Music Competition, Crawford is consistently providing audiences with a profound level of 
musicianship and interpretation. Currently an upper-year doctoral student at the University of Toronto, his career has included 
performances at the Mediterranean Guitar Festival in Cervo, Italy, the Sauble Beach Guitar Festival, the TEDx talk in Algonquin 
Park, and as a featured soloist with the University of Toronto Guitar Orchestra. 

Born and raised in Toronto, Crawford started playing guitar at age eight, studying under Richard Summers at the Toronto 
Guitar Institute. He then continued his musical education with Robert Kubica at the University of Western Ontario, and 
is currently under the tutelage of Dr. Jeffrey McFadden at the University of Toronto. Crawford maintains a busy teaching 
schedule with a private studio, is active as both a soloist and a chamber musician and also finds opportunity for community 
outreach in the Greater Toronto Area.
